SCHEDULE 

AMENDMENT TO MORMUGAO PORT 

EMPLOYEES (CLASSIFICATION, CONTROL 
AND APPEAL) REGULATIONS, 1964 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
read with Sec. 124 (1) and (2) of the Major Port 
Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of Trustees 
of the Mormugao Port Trust hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing regulations further to amend the Mormugao 
Port Employees (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Regulations, 1964, namely ; 

1. (i) These regulations may be called the Mormu¬ 
gao Port Employees (Classification, Control and Ap¬ 
peal) (Amendment) Regulation), 1995. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from 
the date of publication of the Cental Government 
sanction in the Gazette of India. 

2. Delete the existing sub-regulation 12 (i) and (ii) 
of Regulation 11 of Mormugao Port Employees 
(Classification, Control and Appeal) Regulations 
1964 and substitute by the following : 

Reg. 12 (i) : If the Disciplinary Authority having 
regard to its findings on the charge is of the opinion 
that any of the penalties specified in terms of sub¬ 
clause (iv) to (vii) of Regulations should be imposed, 
it shall make an ordor imposing such penalty and shall 
furnish to the employee a copy of the report of the 
Inquiry Authority and where the Disciplinary Autho¬ 
rity is not the Inquiry Authority, a statement of its 
findings together with brief reasons for disagreement, 
if any, with the findings of Inquiry Authority. 

(ii) In every case in which it is necessary to con¬ 
sult the Central Government the record of v Tnquirv 
shall be forwarded by the Disciplinary Auihoritv 
along with its recommendations to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment of passing such orders. 

NOTE : Any Disciplinary Action which had been 
taken or is pending or an appeal)review m 
respect of any Di.sciplina”v action has been 
preferred prior to inclusion of abu\c clause, 
the same shall he deemed to have been 
taken or pending o" preferred, as the case 
may he under these amended regulations 
and shall be disposed off in accordance with 
the provisions of these tmended regulations
